PAY OF VOLUNTEE3S IN SOUTH AFRICA. 

During the debate on the resolu- 
tion proposed by the minisier of fin- 
ance to appropriate $2,099,000 towards 
pay, expenses and allowances for the 
volunteers serving in South Airica, 
Mr. Oliver spoke as followst:; (Han- 
sard, ‘Feb. 5.) : 

Mr. Speaker, I quite agree with al} 
the loyalty of sentimeni that has been 
expressed so far in this debate. 1 am 
sorry: that it has not bean altogether 
mAnamimous; but I am still more sorry 
that what has been expressed, has not 
taken a more practical form, and been 
directed to what seems to me io be 
a more worthy purpose. “Our loyalty 
tol the -empire is expressed by the men 
whom) we send to fight the battles of 
the empire. While they express their 
loyalty and ours by their ac‘ion, it 
remains ior us to express our loyalty 
to the Empire by our actions towards 
them, Tizit I (take! to be the beginning 
of the matter, and where the respon- 
sibility rests directly on this House. 
a ee 

=) ‘gard to a matter 
upon which we ought all to be. un- 
anrmpus; but I do say that i? it is 
right and proper for Canada to pay 
the whole of the expenses of these 
contingents in South Africa-—and, I am 
perfectly willing to agree that ii might 
be, or would be, or; if you like, is right 
and preper—I think that those who 
believe that so strongiy, might have 
expressed a willingness to give a lit- 
tie more remunerajtion to the men,wko 
have gone tothe front. It sounds very 
patriotic to say that we’are willing to 
pay the whole of the expenses of our 
contingent, but that assertion lacks 
strength When we are willing to let 
ourselves out by paying oxly one-half 
oi what we admit is the nroper pay 
of these men. I understand very well 
the contention that can be made on 
behals of the last clause of these reso- 
lutions; namely, that if these men get 
Canadian regular pay, whether from 
one source or another, they are get- 
ting enough. Allow me to say, look- 
ign at it from my point of view, that 
Canadian regular p«y is not enough 
under the circamstances, and that 
when you Say you are giving these 
men ordinary pay, you thereby say 
you are not giving them enough to 
meet the extrvordinary circumstan- 
ces and conditions under which they 
are serving. No doubt the pay of the 
Canadian regular is better than hat 
ai the Britisb regular; and in so far 
as these resolutions provide that in- 
@tzaad of the Canadian volunteer in 
South Afriea oniy getting British pay 
his is to get full Canadian pay, they 
are desirable. But I cannot hold, nor 
will it be held in this House without 
my} provest, that Canadian regular pay 
is a suificient consideration for the 
special services rendered by these men. 
The difference between a soldier who 
if{ene by profession, and a citizen, en- 
gaged in the ordianry avocations of 
lice, who only takes up soldiering for 
the moment, at the-call of his ‘coun- 
try, for the honor of his fellow-citi- 
zens and for the safety of the empire, 
who drops his particular 2vocation and 
sacrifices his future prospects, besides 
ineurriag the ordinary risk of loss of 
life and limb, must be evident. The 
citizen does not stand on the same 
level, and should not be considered on 
the same level, as the man who goes 
into soldiering as the business of his 
life and who therefore only risks life 
and limb. It may not be possibl4 
and, [I am afraid, judging from the 
di2bate so far, it will not be possible 
in this House to secure} a sufficient ex- 
ptession of opinion to justify the gov- 
ernment in changing these resolutions 
and offering these men full Canadian 
pay for their services, outside of their 
British pay, aithough it seems to me 
that would only. be a fair and grace- 
ful thing to do;-but’ I desire to draav 
the attention of the House and the gov- 
ernment to the spec‘al circumstances 
of these men, the special conditions un- 
der which they are serving, and the 
special sacrifices they are making’, so 
that, ifi it be possible a change shall be 
made in these resoiutions, and that 
special considerations shall be given 
in all future financial arrangements 
that may be made in resognition of 
their services. 

I have been very much astonished at 
ths tone in which the sacrifices made 
by these volunteers have been alluded 
rather iznored. Speaking from 
my own personal knowkedge—and I 
do net suppose I am singular in (my 
knowledge—I know men who have 
rificed every prospect in life for 
ificed prospect in life 
I know of men, who, 
inside of six days, have dropped their 
and out their business 
the purpose of joining the second 
itingent. You may say that these 
were foolish. Certainly, looked 
from the material point of 
view, they were; but if they were fool- 
ish at, any rate they were enthusiastic 
and loyal, and they are the men and 
theirs is the spirit which will be ta 
credit to this country. in South Africa) 
else. And this country 
will do very much-less than credit to 
itself, if it does not recognize very 
liberally and generously such devo- 
It is a mistake altogether to 
consider that the Canadians who have 
to South Africa, are at all in the 
position of ordinary soldiers. Th or- 
dinary soldier is, no doubt, a very 'good 
mar in his profession, but it is mot 
throwing any discredit upon him\ it 
is merely stating an absolute -fact, 
whea } say tha}: the ordinary citizen, 
engaged in the ordinary avocations of 
life, does offer to the service ofi (his 
country a wider range of observation, 
a greater knowledge of men and af- 
than does the private soldier. 
By reason of the change in the system 
of warfare resulting from the im- 
provement in weapons, it is evident 
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every 


ni this war. 
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gone 
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that the higher the intelligence the 
greuter the adaptability and therefore 
the more valuable the soldier; and that 
by sending our volunteers to South Af- 
rica, by! sending the men we are send- 
ing, full of the enthusiasm and loyalty 
thivt has-inspired them to offer their 
services, we are making a more valu- 
able contribution -to the fighting 
strength of the empire than could be 
made ‘by an equal number of men from 
the line regiments of the empire. We 
are. making 2 mora valuable contribu- 
tion than we woulda by sending even 
our own regulars. Therefore, when 
we consider the recognition of the ser- 
vices of these men, we ought to con- 
sider them not only as soldiers, but 
as volunteers, as our fellow citizens, 
more worthy as soldiers because they 


are citizens and more worthy 
as «citizens because they are 
soldiers. And that in any financial 


arrangement we have to make in re- 
gard to them’ it is not so much for 
their benefit us it is for our eredit 
that we should recognize the services 
they are rendering to us and to the 
whole country. It is a poor thing for 
us to accept the services of these men 
for little or vothing, -because they 
have offered them so. Because they 
have -dropp2d their avozations, be- 
cause they have severed their family 
ties berause they have come simply at 
the call of the bugle without asking 
for pay, pension, or recognition, it is 
poor business for us te sasi: Th ty 
cam forward on these terms; we give 
them all they ask; there is nothing 
more to be said. The very: fact that 
they cams forward without haggling, 
without asking a price, without ask- 
ing! consideration o7 any kind, without 
asking i? they were to get British pay 
or any pay, makes it necessary that 
Canada, if sh2 is to do credit to herself, 
shalt deal with these men in the most 
open-hanced and liberal manner, and 
that she shall not for an instant as- 
sume to be controlled by the rules of 
usuages which fix the pay and allow- 
ances, and considerations of ordinary 
scldiers either in the British army or 
in the Canadian regulars.

Ottawa, Feb. 27.—The estimates for 
the fiscal year ending June 30, 1901, 
were presented to farliament this 
evening by Mr. Fielding, minister of 
ffinanre.

¢ount of the consolidated fund is $42.- 
372,989, as compared with $11,528,- 
299, being the main estimates for the 
current year, or $53,239,140, including 
supplementaries. The main estimate, 
therefore, for the coming fiscal year 
is $366,150 less than the latter.

2nd: Ma- 
feking is the lost of the besieged towns 
to be relieved. At last word the 
Boers were still around it, but any 
daly now will bring the glad news of 
its relief. It is only a matter of days. 

“Saturday was the hundredth day of 
the siege. The Boers have fired 800 
rounds from their ninety-four poundt 
er into the tewn, [long ago _ lost 
count of the rounds from! the other 
guns. Some fifty ions of metal have 


been shot at us, but we still pursue 
the even tenor of our way. 

“Plenty of shelters have been built 
everywhere for everybody. The staff 
paymaster and telephone office are tn- 
derground. Folks proceed to business 
as usual. The lookout telis when the 
Boer guns are loaded, bells are :rung 
aly over th2 town, people dive into the 
nearest dugout. The gun booms and. 
the people come out and ask casually. 
where that’ shell bas gone toand_ re- 
sume their business tili the bells ring 
ajgain. , ‘ 

“Trenches are made to walk in in 
those parts which are most exposed 
to the enemy’s Mauser fire. The Boers 
try to dodge us iu firing their guns 
‘and resort to all kinds of tricks. Their 
latest is to load and elevate a ‘gunj 
causing us to ring our bells and dis- 
appear under cover. We wait, but no 
report comes. One by one we come out 
wondering what is the matter. Turn- 
ing’ a telescope on the gun we see doz- 
ens of Boers jumping tp and down 
danving like elephants witk lumbagd, 
and playing leap frog. ‘ 

“Suddenly the gunner lifts his hands, 
the Boers vanish and the gunuer fires, 
hoping to catch us off our guard) He 
has never succeeded yet. 


“T said that rations had beer reduced 
They have been increased again to a 
pound and a quarter per man per diem, 
with vegetabies twice a week. Every- 
body is fait for want of exercise. 

“The one hundredth day of the siege 
wals celebrated by a dinner at Dixon’s 
Hotel to the commandant by Lieuten- 
ant-Colonel Vyvyan. 


“On Sunday we held a Grand Ag- 
ricaltural and Produce Show, which 
was hizhly successful. Cattle, poul- 


try, vegetables, fruit and flowers were 
exhibited and prizes offered for the 
finest animals born since the begin- 
ning of the siege. A diploma of honor 
was ofiered, aiso for the best baby 
born during the siege. There were six 
competitors and two awards—results, 
four lJifelong enemies for the judges. 
“Just before I despatched my last 
letter a 100-pound shell passed through 
the office of the local paper, entering 
by, the window and departing through 
the opposite wall. It did nu. stop long, 
but made considerabie dust. Little 
damage was done. It was probably 
the act of a gunner infuriated by some 
statement about the Boers made in the 
Maifeking Mail. The shell tore hund- 
dreds of copies into minute fragments 


and scattered them broadcast. It even 
threwia lot to the rafters. 
“The editor, who was_ previously 


sceptical as to the utility of a (press 
censor, now” appreciates that institu- 
tion{ because’ he owes his life to hav- 
ingi gone to interview this official. The 
Mail is now being produced under- 
ground on thin brown wrapping paper, 
there benz no white left. 


“Very few casualties result from 
the sniping. They have killed a few 
poor, women and children, but no men. 
They did wound a railway employe 
named Neilson, a bullet entering at one 
temple and passing out at the other, 
but) he joined/ a, zame of ‘cricket ten 
days after and only complained of 
headaches. io 


“On Wednesday a huddled mob of 
halfstarved black humanity, all fe- 
male, except a few tiny black picannin- 
ies, and, all naked and roped together, 
wer driven by the Boers to seek admis- 
sion into the town, Commandant Sny- 
man saying the natives belonged to 
the British. This isan old boer trick 
to reduce, our food supply. 

“Baden-Powell sent an officer and 
orderly with white flags to meet their 
white flag and were told that the col- 
enel declined to admit them. After 
the exchange of messages the flags 
of truce separated. Directly theirs 
was out of the way Lhe Boers fired 
terrific volleys at our two men. 

“The colonel sent a remonstrance and 
Snyman made the usual stereotyped 
apology. His farcical regrets came 
next day. The difficulty of prevent- 
ing our men from rushing to the near- 
est Boer trenches is increasing daily. 
When our men do get a chance’ to 
fight with the enemy I am afraid they 
wiil prove very vindictive and hard to 
restrain. If fearful reprisals are 
tekeccn the Boers one day they have 
only themselves to blame. 

“For instance that poor little boy 
we buried last Wednesday was playing | 
with others in Rowiand’s laager, right 
away from the town. It was: visible 
for miles, owing to the red crosses fly- 
ing over it. Cronje and Snyman both 
promised to respect the houses, but 
now, they are riddled with bullets. A 
woman’ who was standing nursing her 
baby was shot dead, with a bullet 
through the breast, while in the mid- 
dletof 400 women and children. 

“Then an explosive 96-pounder was 
fired into the laager, A piece fixed 
itself in this boy’s spine. The explo- 
sive used causes blood poisoning like 
gangrene. It) is impossible to save the 
victims; they lie in hospitals suffer- 
ing agony day and night. This poor 
little nine-yean old: h2d said the night 
before he died:
